Examiner Ruddock: 

The purpose of this letter is to document prior art under section 35 U.S.C, 301 Citation of 
Prior Alt. 

Mr. Jim Reich with liis patent application is attempting to patent exactly the material that I 
use in my patent, U.S. Patent # 6,000, 057 and in essence, my method of hunting- 
Mr. Rvich ha$ on numerous occasions attempted to license my products which 1 sell undei* 
patent #6,000,057. I liave attached letters from him and his attorney. (Attaclunent 1-5) 
I coxjld not peach amicable terms with Mr. Reich and no license agreement was ever 
granted. 

I note to the examiner that all inventorg take an oath (35 U.S.C. 115) statit^ that die 
applicant is the original and first inventor of the process, machine, manufacturei* or 
composition of matter or improvement diereof, for which he solicits a patent In 35 U.S.C, 
102 Conditions of Patentability, Novelty and Loss of Right to a Patent, a person sliall be 
entided to a patent unless: 

A. The invention was known or used by otliers in this country, or patented or described in 
a printed publication. AND 

F. He did not liimself invent the subject matter sou^t to be patented. 

It is my opinion that Mr. Reich lias violated these laws of invention by attempting to patent 
something he clearly did not invent and is doing so even after being notified tihat his 
hunting clothes made of antiamcix)bial material and sold under the Ab-Scent trade name, 
violate ray patent. 

I have attached numerous invoices (Attachment 6-8) of yam/ fabric we purchased to make 
our clodiing tirnt pie-date Mr, Reich's patent application. iTiose yams shown upon the 
invoices of Dixie Yams and Cavalier Specialty Yams are fiber blends of man made fibers, 
80% (Coobnax) Dacron ^ch Ls a polyester Hke fiber and 20% Microsafe wliich is an 
acetate fiber made by Iloeohst Cclancsc. I liavc attached additional proof in a letter from 
Hoechst Cclanesc where in, tliey verified the effectiveness of my Coolmax/Microsafe blend 
in controlling bacteria. (Attachment 9) I have also included a catalog sheet trom Hoeclist 
Celanese (Attaclunent 10) which states in Oie second paragraph " The beauty of Microsafe 
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fiber is that you can blend il with other fibers to create a wide range of fabric types to fit 
many applications." Microsafe which you can read in the first paragiaph is an acetate 
fiber with antimicrobial properties. I might add that Microsafe is a product made witli 
Microban b. Microban b is triclosan. Mr, Reich was fully aware of the fiber composition 
of my fabric when he was attempting to license under my patent Our present fabrics 
include polyester and acrylics blended witli antimicrobials. 

I would ask the examiner to review Ihis information carefidly and if there are criminal 
penalties for violating these patent laws, then it would be my hope that these laws would be 
enforced to their full extent.
